The powerof the ballot box is grossly 
underestimated by many Black Ameri- 
cans today, especially in this election 
year where the tide of events reshape the 
political race almost daily. Every* four 
years, the presidential election affords us 
an opportunity to replace national disen- 
shantment overthe government, the 
economy, the judicial process, social 
issues and international relations with 
positive action. Almost every year we get 
a chance to vote in state or local 
“elections. 

The general trend toward focusing on 


our personal problems permeates all lev- 
els of this society contributing signifi- 
cantly to voter apathy. Yet, stilt another 
more serious attitude dominates the 
thinking of the 17 million potential Black 
voters in towns and cities across the 
nation. That attitude is a sense of “power- 
lessness” or the inability to change many 
inequities inherent in qur American sys- 
tem creating the framework for a type of 


staggering unemployment levels, so they 
clearly have the most’ to gain from 
aggressive participation. Yet, although 
they comprise nearly a quarter of our vot- 
ing age potential strength (approximately 
22%), they have the worst voting record of 
any age or ethnic group. 

The voting process is fairly simple 
today. We should not forget, however, the 
struggles and harassment that Black 
voters endured as recently as.the early 
'50s to preserve the sanctity of “the right 
to vote.” 

WE SHALL OVERCOME, thetitle of our 
ilustrious Black marching theme, will 
never ring true unti! we begin to combine 
our efforts in attacking the injustices in

FCCS Asking 
0.85 Mill Tax: 
Levy Approval 


The Franklin County 
Children Service, (FCCS) 
is seeking approval of a 
0.85 mill 10-year property 
tax levy at the Nov. 4 
election. 

FCC provides a variety of 
vital services to approxt- 
mately 11,000 of the coun- 
ty's dependent; neglected, 
abused and unruly children 
annually, it reported. 

According to Juvenile 
Court Judge John Hill, 
chairman of FCCS board’s 
finance committee, the 
“levy is being sought due to 
the need for additional 
operating funds, the uncer- 
tainty of budgeted federal 
monies and the fact we 
need to maintain’ the qual- 
ity and quantity of servi 
rather than cut back in 
1981." 

The 0.85 mill levy would 
generate an estimated $8.1 
million annually, Wilbert 
Jansen, FCCS' executive 
secretary said. The agency 
now collects about $7.9 
million annually from pre- 
vious property tax levies, 
Jansen said. 

However, he added, “the 
combined 2 mills of voter 
| taxes have been 


appraisals.” 

Approval of the 9.85 mill 
property tax levy would 
increase the cost on @ 
$50,000 home to approxi- 
rhately $14.88 per year. Tax 
on a $30,000 home would 
amount to about $8.93 per 
year, Jansen said.

- Issue 2 Tax 


Hike Measure 


Ray Jones, Republican 
candidate for the 31st dis- 
trict seat in Ohio House, 
announced this week 
opposition to State Issue 2, 
a tax reform proposal to be 
voted on at the Nov. 4 
election. 

Jones, asserting that 
under the “alluring banner 
of ‘tax reform’ a small spe- 
cial interest group is push- 
ing for an alleged ‘Fair Tax 
Initiative’ that would actu- 
ally raise personal income 
tax rate by as much as 71.4 
percent.” 

issue 2 is sponsored by a 
group. known as the Ohio 
Public Interest Campaign, 
(OPIC). : 

OPIC, Jones noted, has 
been mailing letters to 
Ohioans claiming property 

taxes would be reduced if 
the issue is approved. 
Taxes will be reduced 
Jones acknowledged, but 
only “for a tiny minority of 
Ohioans," he said. . 

“These tax losses,” 
Jones added, “will be made 
up by boosting taxes on 
middle-class taxpayers 
and corporations by nearly 
$1 billion dollars the first 
year.” 

Promotors of the tax plan 
have proposed the majority 
of the tax be charged on 
corporations and big 
business. 

Jones charged that the
